Vichy Will Fiffht 
England 


(By the Associated Pre**) 
A Rome-Berlln axis attempt to 
lure France into declaring war on 
her former ally, Great Britain, was 
widely 
reported 
today—with easy 
peace terms as the “bait” dangled 
before 
the Vichy government of 
France’s Premier Marshal Philippe 
Feta In. 
Britain has long since discounted 
the 
potentialities 
of 
French 
aid 
to Germany and 
Italy, however, 
especially at sea. 
Much of France’s navy, the second 
most powerful in Europe before the 
war, has been effectively crippled 
in naval actions at Oran, Algiers, 
and Dakar, French West Africa, or 
bottled up in Alexandria harbor and 
English ports. 
Moreover, neutral observers doubt­ 
ed that France would fight against 
Britain, pointing out these factors: 
1. Economically. France would 
be of little help to Germany.

own populace. 
2. 
As traditional allies of 
Great 
Britain. 
France's 
de­ 
mobilised 
soldiery

World war. 
In effect, the com­ 
parison might be like making 
prisoners tight their old friends. 
Dispatches from Berlin and the 
French-Swiss border town of Les 
Verrleres said a 
move 
to bring 
France into the conflict anew was 
underway. Germany's Foreign Min­ 
ister Joachim Von Ribbentrop, Hit­ 
ler’s No. I coup-maker. was said to 
be either on his way are about to 
start toward Vichy. 
On the military front. Italy claim­ 
ed a naval victory over Great Britain 
with Ute damaging of an 8.000-ton 
British cruiser and sinking of six 
British merchantmen in a midnight- 
to-dawn battle in the Red sea 
Low-lying fog over London and 
celling zero mist over German bomb­ 
er bases across the channel hamper­ 
ed overnight raiding forays, but nazi 
warplanes resumed the attack on 
London shortly after noon today. 
Channel Duel Flares

chalk cliffs of 
Dover and German emplacements 
In France, long-range guns thun­ 
dered in a duel, hurling shell after 
shell across the narrow' strait. 
Despite the murky weather, the 
London air ministry reported RAK 
bombers 
violently 
bombed 
Ger­ 
many’s big naval dockyard at Ham­ 
burg, starting many new fires in the 
port which has been a major target 
of attack by British uirmen.

coast, the air ministry’ said, dis­ 
abling at least one vessel. 
Other 
squadrons bombed wharves, ware­ 
houses and a ship at German-held 
Boulogne. 
Still other objectives hit includ­ 
ed a synthetic oil plant at Relshols, 
a railroad yard at Dusseldorf, an 
airdrome at Stude "and various in­ 
dustrial objectives.” 
London had one of its quietest 
nights in six weeks, although the 
Germans reported their night raid­ 
ers had bombed the empire capital 
again, attacked 
Birmingham and 
Coventry, and started “exception­ 
ally large fires" at Liverpool

FIFTY I’EARS AGO 
Visit of the Count of Paris: The Count of Paris 
and party who had been visiting the battlefields of 
Virginia and Maryland, arrived by special train, in 
this place, last Tuesday evening, over the Western 
Maryland 
At the station a large group of citizens 
and students had gathered to catch a glimpse of the 
distinguished visitors. Tile students gave the college 
yell over and over again, in response to which the 
Count appeared on the platform oi tile car and 
thanked them for the hearty reception, and expressed 
his pleasure at being in their midst. 
General John Newton, Daniel E. Sickles, H. M. 
Wright, Daniel Butterfield and Orland Smith were on 
the Count’s train. Gens. Doubleday, Slocum, Howard, 
D. McGregg and G. P. S. Gobin and John Taylor, oi 
the State Monument commission, arrived by later 
trains. 
That evening the Count was presented by 
J. A. Danner with a cane cut from the clump of 
trees near which Hancock was wounded. On it were 
pen and ink sketches of Devil’s Den, the Count, Gens.

the townspeople were present to enjoy the proceed­ 
ings. General Sickles presided and a speech of wel­ 
come was made by David Wills, Esq., to which the 
Count responded.

The Literary Guidepost 


By John Selby 


“FOR WHOM THE BELL TOLLS," by Ernest Hem­ 
ingway; (Scribners: $2.75). 
T**HIS new novel of Ernest Hemingway’s Is not, as 
* 
most of his work has been, like a view snatched 
between two tunnels. "For Whom the Bell Tolls’’ is 
a full-length novel in which four great days and one 
great love both bear fruit and end greatly. 
Like most fine novels, it is extraordinarily simple. 
It is merely the story of a young American fighting in 
Spain for the Stalin evil against the Hitler-Mussolini 
evil. The young American's name is Robert, and he 
has been a year in Spain. Then one day he is given 
an assignment by one of the Russian commanders; 
it is to blow a bridge, and it is probably hopeless. 
Soberly the young American slips into the mountains 
and makes contact with a guerilla band there. 
Tile band is made up of magnificent people such 
ati the rock-like wife of the titular commander, and 
of other people like other people the world over. It 
also contains Maria, who has escaped from the fascists 
after unmentionable indignities, who is lovely and 
honest ami true. 
For the purposes of novel-making 
Robert and Maria must love at once and intensely, 
and this they do. 
There must be an end. 
As would be expected, it 
is an unpleasant end which solves nothing, and leaves 
the larger issue of the Spanish civil war just where 
it began and the pitiful band just where it was be­ 
fore, only with a little hope for Itself, 
The book is 
no tract, excepting that because it is written from tile 
communist side its pull is exerted in that direction. 
Its pull is the stronger, too. because of its beauty. 
And its beauty is a strange thing. Tile writing is, 
for a number of reasons including Hemingway’s more 
mature outlook, less staccato and mannered than 
most of his writing in the past. 
There is a great 
deal of blood and some thunder, but this is not always 
inserted to knock the reader’s eye out — oftener it is 
in key and fitting, because this is war. Tile Spanish 
scene is vivid to the author. It is strange and rather 
pitiful that expatriation at the formative stage has 
made Hemingway write better of foreign lands than 
of his own. But one must do what one can. 
There may be technical reasons why some will not 
agree that this is Hemingway’s best novel. For tiffs 
reader the statement is true.

A Retrospect of a Life spent during the last seventy 
years of the Nineteenth Century 


By L eo n a rd M a rsd en G ard n er 


Tuesday 31st 
The firing commenced very early tills morning with indications of an 
approaching battle. 
The enemy appeared to be in force a few miles 
distant. At an early hour the wounded began to come in. 
In a short 
time the tents of this Division were full and others being erected for the 
accommodation of more. 
I spent part of the day in tile 2nd and 3rd 
Division in which there were but a small number of men. Saw several 
surgical operations during the day. 
In the enemy passing the 2nd C. 
hospital I saw a man lying on the stretcher apparently in a dying state. 
He was shot through the body near the heart. 
I took his name and 
address and ascertained that he was a Christian man. In this sad hour 
of "his death” he felt the saving power of Christ. Returned late, took 
supper and went to bed. Tile wounded were nearly all hurried on to tile 
White House for transportation North. 
Not much remains for us to do 
here now. 
June 1st. 1864 
Went to the 5th corps on Inuit of the 1st Pennsylvania Rifles ami 
149th Pennsylvania Regiment. 
Had a long and tedious walk over tile 
barren fields and thick woods intervening. All is desolation except where 
a detached guard protects a house occasionally from the sack of our 
soldiers. Sat down to rest in an old delapidated graveyard containing but 
one tomb. The inscription on the sandstone slab indicated that the silent 
sleeper beneath was a surgeon in the Revolutionary army and died 
February 22, 1812. If the dead are local witnesses of the affairs in this 
world, what must be the spirit sensations of this old patriot as he sees 
our victorious legions marching by thousands over his plantations and 
by his fireside, to preserve from the hands of treason that Republic 
which he helped to establish. Some officers reported this to be the old 
Patrick Henry homestead, a mistake I think. 
Advancing to the front 
about one mile I found the first Rifle Regiment, bivouacked in the 
woods. 
Had quite a pleasant meeting with the men with whom I 
acquainted myself, in this regiment. Colonel Ross Hartshorn was sitting 
under a tree, busied in organizing a new brigade. Captain Elliott Krant- 
zer was making out muster rolls on a drumhead nearby. 
James Ross. 
Robert Fleming and Patton’s Jake were in good health and spirits. They 
were in the fight on yesterday and with the rest of the brigade made one 
of the most brilliant charges of the war. While in company with the men 
here a brisk fire commenced along the line. 
The rebels charged our 
works with fierceness and continued the assault for about two hours 
before they retired. The fight was among the hardest of the Campaign 
and resulted with victory on our side. Our men held the intrenchments 
firmly under the charges of the enemy, and then advanced upon them, 
capturing the first line of their works. Took supper with Hartshorn and 
Krantzer, seated under large oak, with the roar of battle but a short 
distance in front. Strange indeed are the scenes of war and unaccount­ 
able the familiarity with suffering and death, which pervades the mind 
in a position like this. 
Walked back* to the Commission tent at the 
hospital. Made some lemonade and served it to the wounded for some­ 
time until quiet settled on the camp. Lay down at a late hour and fell 
into a sweet sleep. 
Thursday 2nd 
This morning the 2nd Corp hospital moved. 
Jenkins peremptorily 
refuses to allow me to exchange for a place in the 5th corps. 
I take 
the responsibility of going in with Williams and remain after the 2nd 
corps trains have passed. Walked out to the camp of the 1st Rifles and 
made an effort to get up to the lines wliere the 149th Regiment was posted. 
When within a few’ hundred yards of the intrenchments our artillery 
opened fire on the enemy and fearing a reply of shell I returned out of 
danger. 
Went back again to the camp of the 1st Rifles and silent a 
couple of hours. Captain Krantzer. after dinner, proposed to accompany 
me to the line and we started again, but on coming up found that the 
regiment had gone forward and Is engaged. 
Return again to camp and 
start for the hospital 
Meet the train on the way and go along with it. 
The march is oppressive. The dust is several indies deep and at times 
the whole train clouded by it that it could hardly be seen. 
Much to our 
relief a thunder shower comes along and lays the dirt and freshens up 
man and beast. We go into camp about night and enjoy a good supper 
on stewed turkey. We bought from a boy along Hie road. Tile rain still 
continues to fall. 
My blankets are all with the wagon and I am per­ 
plexed. 
Providence kindly provides for me in a poor family near which 
we are encamped. They gave me a featherbed on a dry loft secure from 
(he rain. I thank them and the Lord for their goodness and with glad­ 
ness accept the best sleeping quarters I have had in Virginia. 
The 
family whose name is Wright are among the "poor white trash" of the ^ 
South who have never bein guilty of premeditated treason and who would 
gladly see the old state of affairs return. They were In an almost starving 
condition when we came, having been plundered by both armies. Brother 
Williams gave them some hard tack and meat and I take them a little 
tea and pepper. 
The young woman’s husband is with Lee’s army and 
she has not seen him for several months.

Population Gains Re­ 
sponsible for Gov­ 
ernment Change 


Harrisburg, Oct. 22 <AP) 
Eight of 
Pennsylvania’s 67 counties will move 
up Into a new local government 
bracket as a result of population 
gains during the last decade 
The 1940 census will be the basis 
of a general revision of the state’s 
system of local government, since 
the constitution directs a redistrict­ 
ing of the legislative districts every 
ten years, adding representation in 
areas which have forged ahead in 
population, and dropping assembly­ 
men In areas which have lagged be­ 
hind. The last effective re-distrlct- 
ing of the legislative, however, was 
In 1921. 
While the revamping of the legis­ 
lative districts may come up for 
action in the 1941 session, the loeal 
government commission also Ss m ak­ 
ing studies which may result in a 
revision of the classification of coun­ 
ty and city governments.

Promises Easy Peace
